Again he said, “The only way to 
cut expenses in government, as in 
business or in the home, is to do 
without something. When I get to 
Jefferson City I will drive out of 
the Capitol all the lounge lizards

No Jobs for Relatives. 

He charged that one cause of 
the ‘increase in state payroll was 
the creation of jobs for relatives 
of office holders. He asserted that 
when he becomes Governor there 
will be only one Park on the pay- 
roll. 

Another way to cut expenses, 
Judge Park said, is to consolidate 
boards and bureaus now too nu- 
merous. He did not give any details 
of what he proposed to do along 
this line. 

“I know it is easy to promise,” 
he said. “Even the party which 
for 12 years has added to your bur- 
dens promises economy. I appeal 
to the people to elect men to the 
Legislature who will help me carry 
out this economy program.“ 

Liquidating Closed Banks. 

Although advocating revision of 
the State banking laws, he did not 
make specific proposals. He 
thought liquidation of closed banks 
should be carried out by non-polit- 
ical agents and attorneys and as- 
serted that under Republican ad- 
ministration far too much of the 
money of depositors has gone to 
pay the fees of receivers, liquidat- 
ing agents and attorneys, “nearly 
all of them Republicans.”

Warning on Trivial Injuries. 

Speaking at today’s eonference 
on industrial medicine and. trau- 
matic (pertaining to injury) sur- 
gery, Dr. Kanavel remarked, It 18 
unfortunate that many patients 
with trivial injuries do not apply 


at once to their physician for prop- 


er treatment. 

“Too often th@ surgeon sees pa- 
tients who have sustained simple 
injuries Of the hand which if they 
had been treated promptly and 
properly would have given rise to 
no disability or trouble. Many pa- 
tlents who now have useless bands 
would have been spared thi: dis- 
ability had small pin and needle 
punctures, scratches and bruises 
been properly treated, if such in- 
juries had been properly cleansed 


and treated with antiseptics and“ 


kept clean. 

“Among these, attention may be 
drawn to infection from cattle 
hairs. These occur most common- 
ly in those dealing with cattle, 
such as stockmen, those milking 
cows, etc. The hairs of cattle have 
scales that tend to migrate under 
the skin when they have entered 
through some cracked callus. 
These patients develop minor ab- 
scesses which if opened heal to 
be followed by repeated abscesses 
and disability often extending over 
a period of months. If they are 
properly opened and all the mi- 
grating hair removed there is 
prompt recovery. 


“Another minor injury almost 
always neglected is that due to in- 
delible pencils; for example, an 
office worker breaks off the point 
of an indelible pencil in the palm, 
the point remaining in the tissue. 
At times nothing is done, and at 
others inadequate attempts made 
at removal, resulting in erushing 
of the indelible lead. After this, 
no difficulty may be experienced 
for several days, but then the 
chemical action of the dye will be 
found to have ‘caused death of the 
tissues around the pencil point and 
infection may ensue. Such patients 
also may have serious disability 
lasting for weeks and months with 
great pain and suffering, it they 
had consulted a surgeon he would 
have removed at once and com- 
pletely the destructive indelible

PERMAK SEEKS AID 
IN FAST FOR CHICAGO 


Tries to Get Bankers in Néw 
York to Join in $100,- 
000,000 Advance. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Mayor 
Cermak of Chicago spent several 
hours in Wall street yesterday seek- 
ing to persuade New York bank- 
ers to join with Chicago bankers 
in advancing his city $100,000,000 
to meet pressing bills. | 

He tried to raise the money, he 
explained, by the sale of tax an- 
ticipation warrants. 


As he came from the meeting he 
said nothing definite had been de- 
cided by the bankers. 

„J told them of the improved 
financial condition of our city,” 
said Cermak. “I told them we are 
now living within our means. 

“We have paid all our 1930 tax 
warrants. Within the past week 
we have had two favorable court 
decisions. 

“We are collecting our taxes 
If we can get 
only those taxpayers who are fi- 
nancially able to pay to settle their 
tax bills, we can restore the city’s 
credit. Of course there ate a lot of 
them unable to pay. 

“We need all we can get right 
now, however, to pay our teachers, 
policemen and firemen. We need 
the money to tide us over.” 

Commenting on iscussions over 
the trimming of New York's bud- 
get, Cermak said: “We did that 
long ago in Chicago. 4 Citizens’ 
Committee recommended we trim 
it to $64,000,000. But we went 
them one better—we trimmed it to 
$50,000,000.”

$225,000 Issue Authorized at Elec- 
tion Oct. 7 Is Bought By 
Syndicate.

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RETURNED TO ITALY | 
AFTER 15 YEARS| 


GORIZIA, Italy. Oct. 21.—After 
15 years’ absence, the bodies of 
Charles X. King of France, and 
five other noted members of Bour- 
bon royalty have been brought 
back to reoccupy the old Bourbon 
burial gorund in the Convent of 


Castagnavizza here. They were 
taken away for safekeeping by or- 
der of the Empress Zita of Aus- 
tria in 1917, during the war with 
Italy. She had them placed in the 
catacombs of the Qarmélite Con- 
vent at Dobling. Austria, where 
they remained until their recent 
transfer, 

Prince Francesco Saverio, head 
of the house of Bourbon-Parma, 
had them returned, with the per- 
mission of the Austrian Govern- 
ment. Empress Zita’s move proved 
a wise one, for during the war the 
Castagnavizza Convent was de- 
stroyed. It has been restored by 
the Italian Government. 


In Dobling the bodies had re- 
posed in the secondary coffins 
which, in the Convent of Castag- 
navizza, had been inclosed in 
heavy, ornate sarcophagi of mar- 
ble and bronze. The sarcophagi, 
also brought back and restored to 
their places, were hidden by Zita’s 
command in a subterranean wall 
of the “ancient Castle of Schon- 
brunn at Vienna. 


King Charles, who reigned from 
1824 to 1830, died here in exile in 
1836. The other bodies brought 
back to rest in the convent were 
those of Charles’ son, the Duke 
D’Angouleme, pretender -to the 
French throne after Charles’ death 
under the name of Louis XIX: the 
Duke’s wife, Marie Therese of 
France, daughter of Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette: the Count of 
Chambord, pretender to the throne 
under the name of Henry V; Marie 
Therese de Chambord, wife of 
Henry V, and the Duchess of Par- 
ma, Henry’s sister. 


NAVAL HOLIDAY EXTENSION 
IS AGREED 10 BY THE U. S. 


New Buildi Will Be Suspended 
Till March 1 to Give Disarm- 
ament Conference Chance. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. .21.—The 
United States has agreed to an ex- 
tension until March 1, 1933, of 
the naval holiday agreement which 


was due to expire Nov. 1. 

Formal notification of this agree- 
ment to the extension will be sent 
without delay to Geneva. 

The State Department will issue 
an explanation of its reasons for 
the extension. 

This agreement to cessation in 
naval building did not apply to 
ships which already were laid 
down when the holiday went into 
effect the first of last November, 
but forbade the construetion of any 
ships not already in progress. 

It did not prevent the replace- 
ment of existing ships. 

It was explained in official quar- 
ters this afternoon that the ex-

Mark Sullivan tells us that 
his famous railroad speech ‘was in- 
dorsed by that hard-headed, sin- 
ewy-brained old caveman conserva- 
tive L. F. Loree, president of the 
Delaware & Hudson Railroad.’

tolerably well in the jungle we call 
civilization. There is one way out 
and only one way. That way is 
planned production for use, not 
profit. It requires the transfer of 
our natural resources, our public 
utilities, our banking system, our 
monopolies and near-monopolies 
from private to public ownership 
and control, How can it be brought 
about, and what can be done while 
we are bringing it about, to help 
the unemployed and the farmers 
and to bring peace to us all, I have 
repeatedly discussed. Again I re- 
peat our challenge: If Socialism is 
not both logical and practicable, 
what is? Where lies any hope 
save in the Socialist program? 

“Tonight there is an aspect of 
the problem both of relieving pres- 
ent misery and advancing in order- 
ly fashion the peaceful revolution 
which Socialism seeks which I wish

TO SPEAK ENGLISH 


Census Bureau Gives Out Re- 
turns on Foreign Born 
in 1930.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Analy- 
sis of the 1930 census shows that 
there were 1,224.995 foreign-born 
inhabitants of the United States 


unable to speak English, or 8.7 per 


cent of the entire foreign-born 
population. 

The number is believed to de 
smaller now. owing to a combina- 
tion of rigid immigration restric- 


tions and a heavy exodus of aliens 


due to unemployment. In the last 


census the foreigu-oorn popula- 
tion of the United States 10 years 
of age or over totaled 14,025,300. 
Included in this number were 13,- 
216,928 whites, of whom 869.865 
were unable to speak English. 

Of the 97,792 foreign-born Ne- 


groes, only 1859, or 1.9 per cent, 
were unable to speak the language 
of this cbuntry. Of the 690,095 
Mexicans, 324,359, or 55 per cent, 
were reported as unable to converse 
in English. A large proportion of 
these Mexicans, however, have re- 
turned to their native country in 
the last two years. Of the 43,682 
foreign-born Chinese, 12,144, or 
27.8 per cent, were registered as 
unable to use English, while 15,125. 
or 21.6 per cent, of the 69,923 Jap- 
anese were non-English speaking. 

The best showing was made by 
natives of countries in Northwest- 
ern Europe, the percentage of for- 
eign-born whites unable to speak 
English ranging from .9 of 1 per 
cent fpr Denmark to 3.9 per cent 
for France.

Points to Road Program. 

“The people of Missouri have a 
vital interest in their government. 
We have had a wonderfully suc- 
cessful carrying out of our wonder- 
ful road program. Its success has 
been due to the character of the 
men appointed to membership on 
the State Highway Commission, all 
by the way, appointed by Republi- 
can governors. They have kept the 
State Highway Department free of 
the hand of parfisanship.

From this reference to the op-

The State Highway Patrol. 

“It is but a baby,” he said, “but 
it is a baby of great promise. It 
was established on a sound and 
fine basis. We do not want it 
taken over as a part of the political 
machine. It could be used, but the 
people of Missouri want it for the 
purpose for which it was created, 
not used for political purposes.” 

The Governor defended. his ad- 
ministration and the administra- 
tions of his Republican predeces- 
sors from the charge of having in- 
creased taxation, a charge made by 
Park in his opening speech in Ful- 
ton Tuesday evening. 

Park said that when Gov. Gard- 
ner, the last Democratic Governor, 
went out of office in 1921 he left 
in the treasury $6,000,000 and that 
when Gov. Caulfield goes out of 
office concluding 12 years of Re- 
publican administration of State 
affairs that there will be a deficit 
of $1,125,000. 

“About all that is the matter with 
that statement,” Gov. Caulfield 
said, “is that it isn’t true. The 
facts are that thé Gardner admin- 
istration left in the treasury some- 
thing less than $5,000,000 and his 
administration left debts in excess 
of $2,000,000 so that the net 
amount after the debts were paid 
was only a little more than 32, 
000,000. 

Tax Hikes and Expense Cuts. 

“I do not believe there will be 
a deficit at the end of my ter 
but if there is one it will not nearly 
approach $1,125,000. 

“I am not criticizing Gov. Gard- 
ner. When he went into office 
he inherited a huge deficit from 
the administration of Gov, Major. 
He met it by increasing taxes, tak- 
ing more money from the people. 

“When I was faced with a crisis 
in affairs through a great reduc- 
tion in State revenues, I cut ex- 
penses. That was e difference 
between the Democratic way and 
the Republican way of balancing 
the bud ‘et. I believe the people 
prefer our way.” 

The Governor said that imme- 
diately after the Republican party 
gained control of the administra- 
tion of the State's affairs in 1921, 
it reduced the rates of taxation on 
property, on incomes and on cor- 
poration franchises, rates which 
had been fixed by the Gardner ad- 
ministration.

We may not have cared much 
for pork during thé summer, but 
as snappy, crisp days come wo 
are reminded that pork cheps or a 
loin: roast are delicious, indeed, if 
well cooked. 

Always remember that pork is 
one of the meats that requires 
thorough cooking. If you have 
never baked pork chops the fol. 
lowing. recipe will tell you how to 
do it: 

And green mint apples served 
with the loin are an attractive gar- 


nish. 
Baked Pork Chops. 

Have -loin pork chops cut two 
inches thick with a slit in each to 
hold stuffing. For six chops mix 
one cup soft fine bread crumbs 
with one tablespoon chopped parr- 
ley, one tart apple chopped fine. 
one teaspoon minced onion, ono- 
half teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
melted butter and one or two ta- 


to moisten crumbs. Mix and put o 
spoonful in each chop. Fasten the 
slit together with a toothpick. 

Place chops in a lightly greased 
baking pan and place a half slice 
of canned pineapple on top of 
each. Bake in a moderate oven for 
50 minutes, basting several times 
during the baking with pineappie 
juice mixed with one tablespoaa 
hot water and the fat in the pan. 
Serve with gravy made by thicken- 
ing the fat in the pan with one 
and one-half tablespoons flour and 
adding water and seasoning. 

Roast Loin of Lamb. 

Have a loin of lamb well cracked 
to facilitate carving and allow five 
pounds for eight 
meat in a roasting pan, sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and two table- 
spoons flour and roast in a very 
hot oven for 15 minutes. Reduce 
heat and continue cooking for one 
and one-fourth hours, basting fre- 
quently with fat that forms in the 
pan. 

When done, remove to a bot 
platter and make a rich brown 
gravy from the fat in the pan. If 
there are more than three or four 
tablespooonfuls, pour off excess, stir 
three tablespoons flour tn the pan, 
mix and then add one and onc- 
balf cupa cold water. Stir until 
gravy thickens and season with 
salt and pepper. 

Green Mint Apples. 
Put two cups sugar and one cup 
water ina deep saucepan and heat 
slowly to boiling point. When boi!- 
ing. color a delicate green with 
vegétable coloring, using only a 
few drops. Flavor with three or 
four drops of oil of peppermin’. 
Core and peel eight medium-siz®, 
firm apples and cook in the mint- 
flavored syrup until tender, but 
not broken. Remove carefully to a 
platter and at serving time, arrange 
around the meat. It will probaly 
be necessary to cook part of the 
apples at a time in the syrup. Thev 
will take about 15 minutes cook-

Simmered Veal C Cutlet With 
Sour Cream Gravy New 
Sunday Dish. 


For Sunday dinner in the Menus 
for the Week published today, a 
simmered veal cutlet is scheduled, 
which will be a change from the 
usual roast or chicken. Method of | 
preparing it is given below. 

- Bohemian cream is a simple and 
very effective Sunday dessert that 
makes use of any tart jelly. It 
should be thoroughly chilled de- 
fore serving, but must be made the 
day it is used. Recipe follows: 

The tops of the celery stalks 
creamed for Sunday dinner are 
utHized for Monday’s luncheon 
soup. Cut them fine, add an onion 
and two or three raw, sliced pota- 
toes to one and one-half cups 
coarsely cut celery. One quart of 
boiling water is added and the mix. 
ture cooked gently for 45 minutes. 
Rub through a sieve and add two 
cups thin white sauce. 

Diced raw apples served with 
thin cream are suggested for Sun 
day breakfast this week. Any firm, 
tart apples may be used. Quarter, 
peel and core them, then cut in 
dice and serve with powdered su- 
gar mixed with a little cinnamon, 
and thin cream. They should be 
served as soon as possible after 
preparing since apples have a ten- 
dency to darken on exposure to the 


air. 
Juice Cocktail. 

Put one and one-half cups to- 
mato juice, one cup orange juice, 
one teaspoon sugar, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-half teaspoon salt 
and one-half cup crushed ice in a 
beverage shaker and ahake vigor- 
ously for a minute or two. Pour 
into small glasses and serve with 
toasted, slightly salted crackers. 

Bohemian Cream. 

Beat one cup quince or currant 
jelly with a fork until almost 
liquid. Stir over hot water until 
the jelly is melted. Mix one cup 
heavy cream with one cup scalded, 
chilled evaporated milk, add the 
jelly and chill thoroughly. Beat 
with an egg beater until stiff 
enough to hold its shape. Pile in 
sherbet cups or small dishes lined 
with lady fingers or thin strips of 
sponge cake. Garnish each with a 
piece of candied orange peel if 
quince jelly is used, or with a can- 
died mint leaf or Maraschino cher- 
ry if currant jelly is used. 

Apple Sauce Cake. 

Make one and one-half cups 
thick strained apple sauce, un- 
sweetened. While still warm add 
one teaspoon baking soda. Sift to- 
gether three cups cake flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon sale, one teaspoon ground 
cloves, one and one-half teaspoons 
cinnamon and one-half teaspoon 
alispice. Add one cup seedless 
raisins cut in pieces, one-half cup 
well washed currants and three- 
fourths cup chopped walnuts or 
hickory nuts. 

Cream two-thirds cup shorten- 
ing, add one cup brown sugar and 
work until creamy, add one-half 
cup molasses, two tablespoons hot 
water, the apple sauce, and then 
the flour-fruit mixture. Béat to 
mix, pour into a well-greased tube 
pan or a long narrow bread pan 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
one to’ one and one-fourth hours. 
Ice when cold with brown sugar 
or plain white icing. 

Brussels Sprouts. 

Never overcook sprouts. Soak 
the sprouts in cold, salted water 
for 20 minutes, remove discolored 
leaves, cover sprouts with boiling 
water, add one-half teaspoon sugar 


Cooked in this way, they retain 
their color, are firm and delicate 
in flavor. Drain when done and 
season with butter, salt, pepper and 
just the merest suspicion of nut- 
meg— the slightest sifting of ‘the 
spice adds something decidedly 
worth trying. 
Simmered Veal Cutlet. . 

For four persons, get a veal cut- 
let one inch thick, weighing about 
one and one-half pounds. Dredge 
it with four tablespoons flour, 
mixed with a dash of paprika, one 
teaspoon salt and one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper. Melt four table- 
spoons fat or drippings in skillet, 
add one and one-half cups very 
thin slices of onion, fry very deli- 
cate brown. Remove onions and 
add cutlet to grease. Brown on 
both sides quickly. Place onions on 
cutlet and pour over all three- 
fourths cup sour cream or milk. 
Cover pan and simmer for about an 
hour. Stir occasionally to let cream 
flow under meat. 


MARSHMALLOW-POTATO PUFFS 


Three medium-sized sweet pota- 
toes, six marshmallows, one-fourth 
cup sugar. five tablespoons butter, 
one-eighth teaspoon nutmeg. 

Boil sweet potatoes until tender, 
in boiling salted water (with a bit 
of lard to make the pan clean 
easier). Cool slightly, peel and 
mash very smooth, add sugar, but- 
ter and nutmeg. Beat very light 
and shape into round balls Put in 
a buttered shallow pan and press 
a marshmallow in the center to al- 
most cover. Put in hot oven and 
brown slightly in about 10 minutes.

WITH COLD HAM OR TONGUE 


Four cups boiled potatoes cut in 
cubes, one onion, chopped fine; one 
and one-half teaspoons salt; one- 


half teaspoon paprika, three hard- 


chopped; two table- 
French 


cooked eggs, 
spoons chopped parsley, 
dressing. 

Mix potatoes, onions, salt and 
paprika. Marinate well in French 
dressing. Put in icebox to chill. 
Just before serving, add eggs, pars- 
ley and sufficient mayonnaise to 
moisten well. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce. Garnish with slices of pep- 
per or pickle. 

Six eggs, one-half teaspoon dry 
mustard, one-half teaspoon paprika, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, one tablespoon 
vinegar. 

Boil eggs hard. When done, re- 
move, shells split eggs lengthwise 
and take out the yolks. Mash yolks 
finely with a fork, mix with the 
seasonings and refill the whites 
again with the mixture. Serve on 
lettuce with Russian dressing. 


CHOPS WITH FRIED APPLES 


Wipe chops with damp cloth. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Place in a hot frying pan. Sear on 
both sides. This should take only 
five minutes. Then cook slowly 
until chops are done.. Drain off 
fat and serve the chops on a hot 
platter, surrounding them with 
fried apples. Peel the apples and 
sifce rather thin.

DRAWN BUTTER SAUCE 


Four tablespoons butter, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one cup water, 
two tablespoons flour, one-eighth 
teaspoon paprika. ‘

the water added and brought to the 
boiling point. Half the butter may 
be used at first and the other: half 
added just before serving. This 
should be served with fish or vege- 
tables.

4 tablespoons butter. 

2 pound frankfurters. 

1 teaspoon minced onion. 

Boil together for 5 minutes to- 
matoes, onion, sugar, cloves, salt 
and cheese, then add crumbled 
crackers and butter and cook 10 
minutes longer. “Meanwhile broil 
frankfurters lightly. Turn tomato 
mixture into buttered baking dish, 
arrange frankfurters on top and 
bake in A hot oven for about 8 


minutes. 
CRANBERRY PIE 


Two cups cranberries, one-half 
cup seeded raisins, one-half cup 
water, one cup sugar, pinch 88 
two tablespoons flour. 

Add to the cranberries 18. cut 
in “pieces and water. Mix sugar, 
salt, and flour and add. Bring to 
the boiling point, stirring constant- 
ly, and cook until thickened. Turn 
into a pastry lined pie plate, and 
make a latticed top of strips of 
pastry.

Beat well 
and bake on a very hot griddle.
